The Nation Now Must Unite 
With General Ike as Leader’ 


Sincerely and with enthusiasm, all 
Georgia joins in welcoming to-the state 
the next president of our country, Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. The general 
and his family have come to the Au- 
gusta National Golf Club for a rest. 

He is the second GOP leader to choose 
Augusta. Former President William 
Howard Taft and his family were fre- 
quent visitors there in the old days. 

Our admiration, respect and affec- 
tion for General Eisenhower never wa- 
vered while, as a Democratic newspa- 
per proud of the party’s nominee, we 
supported his opponent. 

As the general enjoys a well-earned 
rest on the sunlit uplands of Augusta’s 
famous “Hill” region, the Democrats of 
the nation are walking through the po- 
litical valley of the shadow into which 
they had not entered since the late 
Alfred E. Smith took that unhappy path 
to defeat in 1928. 

» General Eisenhower’s victory was 
not surprising. On the basis of the 
known factors, of which his 10 years 
as the nation’s greatest, best-known and 
best-liked hero was the most important, 
he was expected to win. But no one, 
including his most optimistic supporters, 
expected a triumph which would be a 
veritable political earthquake, opening 
great cracks in the walls of the electoral 
college and bringing in its wake an all- 
enveloping tidal wave.

In their abandonment of the Demo- 
cratic Party, which had been in power 
for 20 years, a period second only to 
the Republican stretch from 1861 to 
1885, the voters went all the way, giving 
to the general technical control of the 
Congress. 

We are happy this additional tri- 
umph is his. Few Democratic senators 
and congressmen worked for the party 
enough to deserve chairmanships and 
positions of power. And, even more im- 
portant, the future of America belongs 
for at least four years to the Repub- 
licans. The problems are no less be- 
Cause a new party will be in power. 

The Democratic Party retains enough 
strength to function as a necessary, and 
a healthy and intelligent, opposition 
party. And that, too, is all to the good. 

We would be less than honest, and 
we know General Eisenhower will par- 
don us as we join the rest of the country 
in falling in behind him, if we remain 
somewhat fearful as to what he will be 
able to do with many of the Republi- 
cans swept into office by his landslide. 

They are neither of his character nor 
his philosophy. A number will head 
important and powerful committees, 
and all of them have burgeoning ambi- 
tions of their own. They will haunt the 
scene until 1953 comes and the general 
comes to grips with them. 

But that is for the future and one 
hopes for the best. 

The Republicans nominated General 
Eisenhower believing he could win. He 
has won—overwhelmingly. The genius 
of the American system of government 
ig not so much that it is a product of 
the two-party system, but that the peo- 
ple unhesitatingly accept the yesults of 
elections and move in behind the win- 
ner. That all of us must do—and we 
will—with good heart and will.

In looking at the wreckage of the 
Democratic Party, certain deductions are 
at once apparent.

Gov- 
ernor Stevenson never had a chance. 
(And, incidentally, no orfe looks more 
foolish than the pollsters who, hedging, 
called it a horse race.) 

We now know the people did want 
a change and that the GOP strategists 
were able to ‘sell the idea, which was 
quite untrue as will be revealed in the 
months ahead, that Truman dominated 
Stevenson. We now know that the un- 
popularity of the President was great 
and that his tour was not helpful. 

We know, too, that city “bosses,” 
faced with an aggressive trend, are 
helpless in the face of it: And this, too, 
is a gain. Here of late, they have been 
made the subject of too much cynically 
romanticized discussion and their pow- 
ers thereby exaggerated. The same goes 
for labor “bosses.” 

We know that McCarthy’s propa- 
ganda was effective with large numbers 
of Irish-Catholic voters, especially the 
first and second generations of foreign- 
born.

An ex-president is, in a sense, on parole 
rather than at complete liberty, at least for 
some time. 


There is no dearth of those who are 
ready and eager to provide him with a posi- 
tion at handsome pay. He has received lit- 
erally hundreds of offers for his services in 
all sorts of capacities, and some fabulous 
offers to write a _ book. 


What he would prefer above all else, ac- 
cording to close associates, is to go back to 
the Senate where he served for 10 years be- 
fore he became vice-president. There he 
would be in a familiar and comfortable back- 
ground and in a position where he could ren- 
der public service. 


The way would be opened for that by a 
proposal that has been considered .and 
mulled over in Congress for some time and 
is embodied in bills submitted to that legis- 
lative body. This would be to make ex- 
presidents members ex-officio of the Senate, 
with full rights to the floor and participation 
in debate but not the right to vote, and on 
the regular salary provided for senators. 


Whatever President Truman may do in 
the way of permanent occupation, he also 
has a couple of dreams, as they might be 
called, which could absorb part of his time, 
interest, and‘attention. One is in the process 
of realization. 


That is the Truman library and research 
project for which the President has donated 
40 acres of his farm outside of Independ- 
ence, Mo. There, in a building for which 
architect plans already are drawn, would be 
stored official papers and records and me- 
morabilia of his administration. His hope is 
for this to become a center for research 
into the Truman Era available to students 
of American history. The project, as he 
envisages it ultimately, also would include 
dormitories where undergraduate and grad- 
uate students in history would be housed 
and fed cheaply while engaged in their 
studies. 


Another dream of the President is to 
travel abroad and, in the’ course of his jour- 
ney, to visit countries in which are located 
Point 4 program projects. This program, 
designed to help underdeveloped areas and 
people to help themselves, lies very close to 
his heart.

in Atlanta. Mr. Nix, vice-president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, recently published 
an item advocating its use and gave glow- 
ing accounts of how it retards tooth decay, 
predicting millions will be using it shortly. 
Naturally, he did not paint the other side 
of the picture. Other large towns in Geor- 
gia, starting with Savannah, have not even 
thought of adopting it. 

A large number of the dental profession 
are opposed to this, and still more are on 
the fence, as various published articles in- 
dicate. It eertainly has not proved itself to 
any great extent, and some dentists have 
warned against using it. 

Fluoridating water is strongly denounced 
for several reasons. ,It forces people to 
swalicw something they neither want nor 
need. Christian Science followers object to 
the use of drugs and chemicals of all kinds. 
They feel chlorination of drinking waters 
does this now; and to add more chemicals 
will make matters worse. 


If authorities continue adding drugs to 
water we are all compelled to use, the next 
step may be castor oil and eventually the 
apothecary will be out of business.

Republicans Gain 1-Seat Edge 


With Defeat of 
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vice-president, Richard M. Nixon, 
could break after the inauguration 
on Jan. 20. 

The significant factors in the 
Senate results seemed to be as fol- 
lows: 

1. President-elect Dwight Eisen- 
hower will not have a large enough 
‘majority in his own party in either 
house to put over either his domes- 
tic or his foreign policy, and will 
therefore have to forge a bi- 
partisan coalition in order to win 
consent for the liberal, internation- 
alist policies he promised in the 
last three weeks of the campaign. 

2. The liberal-internationalist Re- 
publican forces in the upper cham- 
ber were weakened by the defgat 
of Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, 
Eisenhower's preconvention cam- 
paign manager. But five of the 
strongest Republican opponents of 
the collective security foreign pol- 
icy in the 82d Congress will not be 
back on Capitol Hill in January. 

These were the late Senator 
Wherry of Nebraska, who died dur- 
ing the last Congress; Senator 
Brewster of Maine, who was 
beaten in the Republican primary 
by Gov. Frederick G. Paine, an in- 
ternationalist, and Senators Kem 
of Missouri, Cain of Washington 
and Ecton of Montana, all mem- 
bers of the isolationist Republican 
“class of ’46,’"’ who were defeated 
for re-election Tuesday.

NEW YORK, Nov. 5—(P—Georgia Tech's Bobby Dodd. the 
United Press Coach of the Week, is a football specialist with 
a new slant—he specializes on something different every week. 

The tall, good-lgoking Tech head man puts _ 
the emphasis on everything from razzle-dazzle 
blocking punts on alternate Saturdays—and 
about the only thing consistent at Tech is a 
2l-game undefeated streak. 

Last Saturday as Dodd led his Engineers 
to an impressive 28-7 victory over previously 
unbeaten Duke, the specialty was something 
new—but:as usual—something effective. 

Duke looked lika the biggest hurdle on 
trip ta New Orleans, and the Duke line looked 
like te biggest hurdle in Dixie—but Dodd 
remembered that old saw that says there's 
two ways to skin a cat—and he came up with 
a new way to break a line.

Jones, who until this cam- 
paign had always been a Demo- 
crat, spearheaded the LEisen- 
hower forces in Atlanta where 
the GOP candidate ran strongly 
although he didn’t carry the city. 

It was Jones’ first strenuous — 
activity since he first fell ill in 
1948. Three weeks ago, just be- 
fore a big GOP fund-raising din- 
nér which he helped arrange, 
Jones suffered a heart attack and 
he has only just been released 
from the hospital. 

Before the attack, Jones said, 
he had ‘‘toyed with the idea’’ of 
meeting Eisenhower at the Au- 
gusta National Club. It had been 
understood that the GOP candi- 
date would visit there immedi- 


ately after the election, win or 


lose. 

‘“‘Now I hope he can get some 
rest,’’ said Jones. “‘I know what 
he has been through. 

“His election is simply mar- 
velous. And I am so glad it was 
by such a decisive margin.”’ 

Jones said that since Ejisen- 
hower took the lead from the 
start “I was pretty confident 
he would win and I didn’t get ex- 
cited too much.” 

Excitement is out for Jones, 
right now. ‘‘They won’t even let 
me walk down the stairs,” he 
said. 

He said Eisenhower usually 
stays “‘at my cabin’ at the Au- 
gusta National Club where the 
ex-general has been'a member 
for several years. 

Jones’ “‘cabin’’ is a picturesque 
cottage situated just behind the 
18th green. From his porch, 
Jones has watched the cham- 
pions of his annual Masters’ 
tournament come up to the final 
green. 

The retired golf king and the 
conquerer of Nazi Europe be- 
came close friends while playing 
and talking golf at Augusta 
shortly after the war. Later, 
when Eisenhower went back to 
Europe as commander of the re- 
building Allied powers, Jones 
sent him his own set of clubs. 
Jones had come down with a 
back ailment, meanwhile, and 
couldn’t use them himself.

Children Should Be Taught 
To Admit Their Mistakes 


One of the best trodden paths of least resistance known to man 
is the manner in which we all at one time or another seek to place 
the responsibility for our own actions on someone else. I wouldn't 
have done it if he—. This never would have happened if he—. 


This goes on in every field of 
human activity. We blame our 
associates, our playmates, our 
parents, the casual stranger, 
anyone except ourselves, for ac- 
tions for which we alone are 


responsible. 


HE’S RESPONSIBLE 

Man may not be master of his 
own fate, a debatable point, but 
he certainly is master of his own 
actions. No one can be led 
against his will. What he does 
he usually does either thought- 


lessly or with premeditation. 
Certainly he does it because he 
wants to. At the moment of the 
act it is appealing, compelling, 
necessary, or an easy way out. 
Yet if the act is shown to be 
wrong; or to have unpleasant 
consequences, nine times out of 
10 he will attempt to lay the 
responsibility for it on another. 

When your child, playing with 
a group of children, does some. 
thing wrong, your first thought 
is to find out why he did it. You 
are certain your child didn’t 
thik up this evil. Who, then, 
did? What other child? Say 
three moppets are throwing rocks 
at cars. Every parent knows 
quite well why the children were 
doing this. It was exciting, it 
was dangerous, and it was a test 
of the accuracy of aim. Also, 
it was novel; they had never 
tried it before. But the parent 
who asks why is rare. He doesn’t 


him 


quite dare. He wants to know 
who. Who instigated it? 


ROCK THROWING EXAMPLE 
We use rock-throwing as an 
example because almost every 
child thows a rock at a car at 
least once unless his parents 
have forewarned him (which is 
too much like the folktale of the 
mother who, leaving home for 
market, warned her small three 


to be sure not to push dried 
beans up their noses, so of course 
they did). No one else throws 
rocks for you. You alone wield 
the force. You alone are culp- 
Able for what you did, no matter 
who influenced you. Every child 
should be taught this. 

It is not easy, it is hard, but 
chances to ram the lesson home 
arise in every household 25 times 
a day. ‘“‘Who threw all those 
cards on the floor?’”’ “I did,”’ 
glumly. ‘‘Sister made me do it.”’ 

From the child who !s not 
taught to be responsible for his 
own acts—and this is not to be 
confused in the least with the 
tattle-tale—c ome the whining, 
shameless adult who is always 
picked on by the world. With 
the other driver always 
causes the automobile accident, 
he is always being ‘‘robbed’’ of 
his job, the other fellow always 
is in the.wrong. He has all the 
moral fiber of a chameleon— 
and we may be doing the cha- 
meleon an injustice at that.

Ike Slams Shut Cover

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5—?—The New Deal-Fair Deal. 


era—which began 20 years ago in the great depression— ' 


went into history today with the Republican presidential 


victory. 

The voters’ decision to send Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower to the 
White House closed the chapter, 
one of the most exciting and, 
stormy in the life of the republic. 


Wars—hot and cold, declared and 
undeclared—already had put the 
brakes on many of the social and 
economic revisions started by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and advo- 
cated by his successor, Harry S. 
Truman. Very few such legislative 
changes have been enacted since 
the outbreak of the fighting in Ko- 
rea, or even the end of World War 
I. | 

With Eisenhower calling signals 
from the White House after Jan- 
uary, the emphasis on legislative 
objectives may shift entirely. 

That is not to say that a drive 
will start to dismantle all the 
Roosevelt-Truman laws. Eisenhow- 
er and his Democratic rival, Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson of Illinois, were 
in agreement on the need for such 
matters as social security, farm 
price supports and the develop- 
ment of natural resources. 

The winning candidate took the 
stand, however, that there should 
be a maximum of local partici- 


posit if the bank failed. The 81st 
Congress later boosted the guar- 
antee to $10,000. Other important 
new fiscal laws resulted in deval- 


uation of the dollar and abroga- 


tion of the gold payment clause 
in public and private contracts.

The succeeding phase of his pro- 
gram included passage of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations (Wagner) 
Act, the Social Security Law, the 
Rural Electrification Act, housing 
legislation and the Reciprocal!

If the members of Congress, 
weren't sure what they were sup- 
posed to do, Roosevelt’s “brain 
trust’’ supplied a steady stream of 
drafts for new legislation. Those 
measures, which vested enormous, 
new powers in the chief executive, | 
went through swiftly and with a 
minimum of debate. 

One of the first big emergency 
items was an outright grant of 500 
million dollars to the states for 
the relief of unemployment. Or-) 
ganizations known as the Works 
Projects Administration (WPA) | 
were established to provide work 
for the unemployed, at govern- 
ment expense. | 

Billions of dollars were spent by 
these and other ‘‘alphabetical | 
agencies’ set up later. 

Another major New Deal ven- 
ture was the Nationa! Industrial 
Recovery Administration of NRA 
blue eagle fame. Its aim was to 
promote industrial revival through 

agreements to quit cutting prices, | | 
and to raise wages. 

The Agricultural Adjustment Aa, 
ministration—‘‘triple A’’—was es- 
tablished to control farm produc-'| 
tion and to store crop surpluses at 
government expense. Two billion 
dollars was set aside to take the 
pressure off farm mortgages and 
to slow foreclosures.
